WASHINGTON, April 17.—President 
Harding has begun to gather material 
for the addresses he intends to :eliver 
going and returning from his Alaskan 
inspection trip. One of the topics to 
be discussed will be the railway situa- 
tion, and this morning the President 
eonferred with Senator Cunmins of 
Iowa, Chairman of the In e>Com- 
merce Committee,: and one of the 
authors of the Cummins-Hach Railroad 
act of 1920. ; 

It was revealed. after the conference 
that Mr. Harding seeks suggestions for 
a revision of the Transportation act at 
the next session of Congress. He made 
it plain in a message to thé last Con- 
gress that he\ favored changes in the 
law that would tend to. stabilize the 
railroad situation. He has been fol- 
lowing. the hearings by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission relative to con- 
solidation into regional groups of the 
country’s transportation systems,. but 
with regard to the recommendations 
made! to the commission, the White 
House says the President is still of an 
open mind and will express no opinion 
that might tend to influence the deci- 
sion of the commission. 

Senator Cumming expressed. today the. 
belief that the commission’s future rec- 
ommendations as ‘to the consolidation of 
railway systems will uire further re- 
vision of the Transportation act. He
